Flushing o f Ewes Helps 
to Increase Lamb Cro p 
Flo ck o wners interested in increas­ 
ing the lamb cro p sho u ld flush ewes 
befo re breeding seaso n, say s C. G. 
Elling, sheep specialist, Kansas state 
agricu ltu ral co llege, who culls atten­ 
tio n to resu lts secu red in tests with 
17 gro u ps o f ewes. 
Ewes no t fed grain du ring the breed­ 
ing seaso n gained 1.7 po u nds and had 
a 120 per cent lamb cro p. 
Tho se get­ 
ting feed o f v ario u s kinds gained 8 
po u nds per head and had a 147 per 
cent lamb cro p. 
In terms o f 1,000 
sheep 
this 
wo u ld 
mean 28 0 mo re 
lambs. The ewes go t o nly o ne-half 
po u nd o f grain per day at that time. 
It made little difference ho w the 
ewes were fed so lo ng as they gained. 
So me go t ex tra pastu re, so me were fed 
o ats, so me co rn and o ats, and so me 
v ario u s mix tu res o f co rn, o ats, bran, 
and linseed meal.

Skirts sho u ld be bru shed also and 
pu t o n a hanger o f the right shape. 
Umbrellas sho u ld be dried by placing

where the ribs co me to gether.
